Very soon after we got upon the cliffs, my 
poor shipmates and myself foun} our way toa 
peasant’s cotiage, and rapped them up; and 
early on that morning Mr. James B. Gibbons, 
of Balcuspittle, came to me from tne wreck, 
where he had been since five o'clock, endeav- 
ouring to save some of their lives ; he most 
humanely sent Mr. Everhart, Mr. Raymond, 
the boy, and myself to his house, about a mile 
from the spot, where we have ever since ex- 
perienced the kindest and most hospitable at- 
tention. The remaining survivors were taken 
home by Mr. Purcell, Steward of Thomas 
Rochfort, sq. ot Garretstown, where every 
kind of attention was paid to them. Coffins 
were provided by Mr. Purcell, according to the 
standing orders of Mr. Rechfort, and the bodies 
that were found were decently interred at 
Tembletrine church yard, about four miles 
from Kinsale, and one fiwm the fatal spot.

COMPARATIVE CRITICISM. 

Tue Fortunes or Nicer, has excited less 
interest and called forth fewer criticisms than 
any work from the pen of the author of Waver- 
ley.—We have not vet heard what is thought 
of it in Great Britain. We have just finished 
reading it, and offer a few remarks. It is writ- 
ten with all the felicity of dialogue which dis- 
tinguishes all the Waverley Novels. There 
are also some interesting and spirited sketches 
of character and traits of the times. The ap- 
prentices of David Ramsay are as original and 
lively portraits as any in the book. There is 
no individual in the work who greatly interests 
er who is distinguished by those traits of orig- 
inality which stampt the characters of Meg. 
Merrilies, Rebecca, Balfour of Burleigh, Jea- 
nie Deans, or many other individuals who en- 
rich and make delightful, almost all the author’s 
former works. There is in fact no plot. It is 
made up of sprightly dialogue, and great variety 
of incidents; many of them of a novel, and 
some of them of an interesting nature. The 
book will be read with pleasure, but if it had 
not been santioned “ by the author of Waver- 
ley” it would never have forced itself into gen- 
eralnotice. [tis an inferior book to The Spy 
notwithstanding its great error in leaving the 
Pedlar to drag on a life of poverty and ignomi- 
ny and to die in obscurity.— Dem. Press. 


There is certainly no plot in the Fortunes 
of Nigel, nor is there a character formed af- 
ter the manner of Meg Merrilies, Balfour, Re- 
becca, or Jeanie Deans ; the two former ought, 
however, never to be classed with the two lat- 
ter The fanaticism of Burleigh, and the high- 
ly-wrought imagination of Mcg Merrillies, are 
so singular in their kind, and each is so felicit- 
ous in execution, that we have nothing like 
them—nothing approaching to them in any 
work of fancy, ancient .or modern: yet the 
Fortunes of Nigel contain abundant proofs cf 
the sane masterly genius—the same apparent- 
ly careless yet powerful delineation—the same 
case in suffering the characters to unfold them- 
selves gradually through the dialogue—the 
same resemblance to nature and the truth cc 
history by which this celebrated author's works 
have heretofore been distinguished. We will 
not compare it to the Spy, (of which we have 
fully written our opinion) but with Scott’s other 
novels it will not shrink from a comparison. 
King Jamie is a full length portrait, and we 
think very slightly overcharged. In England 
perhaps Royalty may be shocked with so bold 
a sketch ; itis a true one however, and as in- 
teresting as it is true. OF Babie Charles and 
Steenie you have glimpses which make you 
very desiroys of greater familiarity anda ful- 
ler painting of these worthies.. The appren- 
tices raise an expectation which is more un- 
qstifiably disappointed. Wecannot help think- 
ing with a learned friend, that the author in- 
tended to make mere of these lads ; Lut, either 
from carlessness or want of time, or perhap- 
from some ebb of his genius, found himself ov- 
liged 10 drop his design.

MANUEL TORRES. 

In the death of Maxvez Torres, Minister of 
the Colombian Republic, near the U. States, 
the cause of human nature has lost one of its 
most disinterested and «blest advocates—and, 
perhaps to Colombia and the whole of Spanish 
America the loss is irreparable ; nor is the de- 
parture of this rarely g.fted man, a light con- 
sideration to those interests which naturally 
unite the Northern with Southern America, in 
that great communion of security and unity, to 
the acceleration of which he had devoted the 
last 55 years of his life, and, in effect, life it- 
self. 

Mr. Torres was educated for the military 
profession, at the celebrated military school 
at Soret; his first appearance in any public 
character, was 25a lieut. ina military corps 
in New Grenada, under the vice royalty of hes 
maternal uncle Don Autunio Cabe!!ero y Gon- 
gara, who also united the character of arch- 
bishop with that of viceroy, and the affection 
of the people wherever subject to bis authority. 

It was to his excellent military education 
and the benevolent cares of this excellent Vice- 
roy, that the young licut. of engineers, Mr. 
Torres, attributed the formation of his own 
character and principles—and singular, as he 
has often remarked to the writer of this arti- 
cle, it was to a Catholic archbishop and Span- 
ish viceroy, he owed all those principles which 
taught him to set the proper value on what is 
called nobility, and to love liberty and be a re- 
publican. ': is more than 35 years since he 
entered into measures which had for their ob- 
ject the emancipation cf S$. America, and the 
formation of a vast confederacy of free states, 
having a common character and reciprocal re- 
lations throughout the new worl. 

‘Twenty eight years ago, the design was dis- { 
covered—some of the conspirutors—for they | 
were then conspirators—were seized and im- ; 
prisoned, among whom was Mr. Torres—the | 
affection he had acquired, as the private secre- 
tary of the viceroy.as Intendant of different pro- 
virices, as Choco, Carthagena, and Santa Mar- | 
the. rendered the walls of his prison feebio--- 
and le fouad his way to the U. States, where 
he hus since, nearly 26 years, been a constant 
ressdont—diries the epoch of bis tvst years 
he was opulent, and he received such remit- 
iances ivom his coumexious, a& enabled him to ! 
old intercourse with the most fshioaable cir- | 
cles--the generosity of lis character expose.’ | 
him to imposition, and he was defrauded by | 
men whom he had served of 370,000, $19,000 
and other lesser sums—so that at the crisis of 
that revolution which his unceasing correspon- 
dence, and counsels frem Mewico to La Piata 
and Chili, had contributed to promote and regu- 
late, he suffered in common with the friends 
who fought the battles, all the vicissitudes of 
prvation incident to «loss of fortune. It was 
in this trying school that his virtues were tested 
—and it was in this situsticn that those who 
had the honor and the advantage of his confi- 
cence saw the man—the patriot—ihe republican 
—never more confident than when all around 
seemed desperate—and himse!f devising and 
suggesting the means, and contributing by his 

agnanimous counsels and courage, to cheer | 
the desponding, and invigorate the virtuous. 
Co him all the agents from all sections of S. 
America, resorted as the Franklin of the south- | 
era world ; and in his experience and sagacity, | 
they found the counsels, and the resources by | 











which the revolution was consummated, divi- | 
sions quieted or averted—enmities subdued-— | 
the jeatousies incident to revolutions frustrated, 
and a common sentiment, and a due knowledge | 
of their common interests spread over South 
America.
